jcneral election, Gentry would! 
lave to get at 25,319 voters' signa-' 
.ures. 


That's fi per cent of the 21,983 


votes cast for governor in the last 
general election as required by 
the Constitution. 


Sponsors of the legislative act 


said it was designed merely to 
place railroads on a par with other 
persons and corporations in allow- 
ing pleas of contributory negli- 
gence in lawsuits. This is a legal 
theory which allows for reducing 
a judgment if the defendant can 
show that the plaintiff contributed 
to his own injury or damage. 


During the Senate debate, op- 


ponents charged that the effect 
would be to relieve railroads of 
any 
liability for accidents 
at 


crossings or on railroad tracks. 


One Senate opponent charged 


that a child could wander onto th)e 
tracks and be killed without the 
railroad being liable for damages 
to his parents.
